The North Carolina Global TransPark is a combined 
airport-industrial complex developed by the state of 
North Carolina in Lenoir County. Designed to attract 
industry and bring increased economic opportunities to 
the citizens of eastern North Carolina and beyond, the 
GTP features an on-site Education and Training Center 
and one of the longest commercial runways in the 
southeastern United States.
